The purpose of this is to request financial support from The Council for Tobacco 
Research to help cover the expenses of the 1990 Gordon Research Conference on Peptide 
Growth Factors. I am the chairman of this conference and Dr. David Clemmons of the 
University of North Carolina at Chapel Hill is co-chairman. We think we have developed 
an excellent program which will prove to be very beneficial to the scientific 
community. A copy of the preliminary program is enclosed; all of the speakers listed 
have agreed to participate. 

The Gordon Research Conferences have a long-standing tradition of being among the best 
scientific meetings regularly held in this country. They are especially distinctive 
in fostering free exchange of ideas and information. In addition, I believe the theme 
of the conference and the program we have organized should make this meeting a 
particularly timely one. We will bring together people from differing but comple¬ 
mentary fields to focus on the mechanism of action of growth regulatory peptides, both 
stimulatory and inhibitory.

This amount is 
clearly insufficient so we need to raise an additional $19,000 to cover all the 
expenses.
